London's River Postmen. 


It is probable that London has the 


distinction of being the only port 
where the ships lying at anchor are 
privileged to have their letters de- 
livered to them by river postmen. It 
being customary «t other ports for 
sailors to apply personally for their 
letters unless the ship is in dock- 
Tne Thames is divided into two pos- 
tal districts, each under the control 
of a river postman, who delivers let- 
ters and parcels every morning. In a 
craft which resembles a ftsher boat 
more than anything else. Of these 
districts the first extends from the 
custom house to Limehouse, and the 
second from Limehouse to Black- 
well. 
The river postmen start on 


their 
rounds 
punctually at eight 


o'clock every morning, and, needless 
to say, there Is only one delivery a 
day. 
The mail bag may include as 


many as five hundred letters, but 
this number Is largely increased 
about Christmas time. As he glides 
from ship to ship the postman calls 
ouli "Ahoy there!" and Lands up 
the%letters attached to a boathook to 
the waiting crew. It only takes from 
four to five hours to deliver the mail, 
60 that the postman does not waste 
much time.. In foggy weather, how- 
ever, it takes considerably longer, 
owing to the difficulties of finding 
the various ships, and of steering be- 
tween the large vessels a* they lie at 
anchor.

Micro-Organism in Butter. 


Sometimes 
butter has a fishy 


taste, and this led the Department of 
Agriculture in Victoria, Australia, to 
make an Investigation, which proves 
that the fishy taste in butter is in no 
way connected with fish. One or 
more of four specified micro-organ- 
isms may be concerned in the devel- 
opment of flshlness. Rusty cans or 
any so-called tin utensils from which 
the thin coating of tin is worn away 
have a very deleterious effect on the 
butter made from milk which the 
cans have contained. 
The iron or 


steel which becomes exposed by the 
abrasion of the tin coating, althongh 
It may be polished bright and kept 
clean, has a bad effect on milk and 
on cream. 


Geese Raising in Hungary. 


The plains of Hungary are well 


adapted for the raising of geese, and 
travelers In that country are often 
entertained by seeing, from passing 
trains, great flocks of geese, feeding 
In the fields and watched by goose- 
herds. So many feathers are yielded 
by these geese that four "bedfeather 
markets" are held annually at Buda- 
pest, and at each market from 600,- 
000 pounds to 700,000 pounds of 
bedfeathers are placed on sale. 


A Japanese Shoe Shop. 


Like all other shops In Japan, a 


shoe shop opens a broad side to the 
street. It seems a misnomer to call 
It a shoe shop, a place where you 
can only buy sandals or clogs, things 
we are-not accustomed to call shoes. 


There Is a low platform in front, 


upon which the customer sits and~ 
drinks tea while making his or her 
purchases; the shop keeper mean- 
while squatting on his heels and dis- 
cussing the news of the day. 


The sandals worn by the risksha 


coolies are called warafl; they are 
woven of rice straw, and are sold for 
half a cent a pair. They are made in 
the country villages, and the for- 
eigner watches the weaving with 
amused interest. The prehensile big 
toe of a Japanese is of great assist- 
ance, as It is used for catching and 
holding 
the 
straws, leaving 
the 


hands free to weave. 


The pack horse wears straw shoes 


as well as the farmer who leads him. 
New pairs are strung around the 
high saddle, and the slow-moving 
beast is reshod every few miles. 


In the Japanese shop one will find 


many varieties of clogs; a few with 
the caps, others plain. A few years 
ugo the social position of a man, 
woman or girl was indicated by the 
kind of clog worn and the decora- 
tions on it.

A Delicate Operation. 


The phu-king of ostrich feathers I* 


a very delicate task. At the proper 
season a man carefully examines the 
flock, and 
picks out 
those blrda 


whose feathers are ripening, groups 
them Into dozens, and pens them in, 
so that they cannot run about and 
Injure 
their 
beautiful 
plumage. 


When the plucking time comes, the 
bird Is enticed into a narrow, dark 
passageway. The entrances are then 
closed and the bird thus imprlsoned- 
A cloth bag Is thrown over the crea- 
ture's head. 
Then the plucking be- 


gins. Three men, perched upon plat- 
forms without the pen, reach over 
the board inclosure and with curious 
scissor-like appliances pluck off the 
feathers. 
"Whatever wounds a bird 


may receive are immediately dressed. 
The tall feathers are pulled and not 
cut, simply because they reproduce 
better than other feathers of the os- 
trich. While the plucking is in pro- 
gress the ostrich keeps up a diamal 
roaring. Were it not for the staunch 
construction of the pen the creature 
would kick the boards into splinters. 


Treasure in Russian Churches. 
The treasures of the various Rus- 


sian churches are of fabulous value. 
St. Isaac's Cathedral In St. Peters- 
burg Is said to have cost £10,000,-

Poisons in Daily Drink. 


Dr. W. Scott Tebb, public analyst 


to the Borough of Southwark, Lon- 
don, has been making an inquiry on 
behalf of the Borough Council Into 
the constituents of tea, to ascertain 
what Injurious ingredients are pres- 
ent, and in his report he contrasts 
the tea drinking records of Groat 
Britain and 
the 
countries, says 


Reynolds's Newspaper. 


The 
only 
countries 
which ap- 


proach or exceed Great Britain as 
tea drinkers are her colonies. West- 
ern Australia is easily first with 
10.07 and all the other dhisions of 
Australia exceed Great Britnin. 


"We drink far too much tea," con- 


cludes Dr. Tebb. He calculates that 
each person in Great Britain, on an 
average, takes a daily dose of 3.C 
grains of alkaloid and 9.7 grains of 
tannin. This means that the average 
tea drinker takes half as much alka- 
loid and nearly as much tannin aa 
the maximum allowed by the British 
pharmacopoeia 
for 
an 
occasional 


dose. 


And of course many thousands of 


people drlnlc a great deal more than 
the average dose.

A Simple Cooler. 


It is desirable for every daily farm 


to nave a never-failing <-old spring, a 
good well, or a supply of ice, so that 
moans lor cooling: milk will always 1)6 
at band. The cooling of milk should ; 
receive the same attention in winter as 


irom which they aie pumped up and 
distributed over the manure heap. »t is 
usual to provide two manure plats, so 
arranged that when one is full (when 
the manure is t> t" 10 feet high) it may 
be allowed to ferment 
undisturbed 


while the other is used. The manure 
is carried Irom the stables to the lop of 
the manure heap in wheelbarrows over 
an inclined plane of boards. Care Is 
also taken to smooth down the sides of 
the heap, to prevent the too tree access 
of air and the loss of leachings, as de- 
scribed in the illustration.

to it. Some breeders think that over- 
fat hr-ns are responsible for the soft- 
shellccl eggs. While this is a fact, obe- 
sity is not the absolute cause. Lack of 
giit and proper exercise will produce 
more solt-shellt'd eggs than over-tat 
bens. 
Aged hens will become over-fat 


sufficient to produce bad results, and 
therefore that difficulty can be easily 
overcome by selling them and retain- 
ing only the young hens.

PROPER TIME FOR PRUNING. 


Depend* Upon Locality znd Kind of 


Tree to Be Pruned. 


\VJih most orckardists and gtrdencrt 


pruning can best be done during the 
winter or early spring mouths, and 
where the object is the removal of 
small branches this season is undoubt- 
edly quite as satisfactory as any other, 
says J. C. Corbeti in Farmers' Bulletin, 
la fact, pruning during late sprint, 
about the time or just previous to the 
beginning cf growth, is particularly ad- 
vantageous with the peach, because at 
(hat season, as a rule, all injury to the 
annual growth from winter killing will 
be apparent acd the pruner can take 
advantage of this to remove all dead oi 
injured brandies and at the same time 
modify his plan so as to leave a maxi- 
mum quantity of wood in order to se- 
cure a profitable crop of fruit, which 
might not be possible were the usual 
practice of removing oue-hah the an- 
nual growth followed in sffch seasons. 


With the apple and pear, which suffei 
less from winter killing, the annual 
pruning can as well be doue in Feb- 
ruary or March, iu the north, as at any 
other season. With the grape, how- 
ever, which is likely to produce t 
heavy flow of sap if the pruning is de- 
layed until late- in the season, it is un- 
doubtedly best to do the pruning dur- 
ing the late fall and 
early 
winter 


months. In the illustration, beginning 
at the left, is shown the right way, and 
the other two show the wrong way of 
removing shoots. 


Advantages of Fall Planting. 


A writer in the Indiana Farmer says: 


"The experience of recent y*ir^ has 
caused me to change my opinltjn to 
sonic extent on this question. When I 
see the vast amount of work for the 
fruir grower crowded 
into our late 


springs. I have come to the conclusion 
that it is advisable for him to do all 
that work that is practicable in the 
autumn. 


Trees, plants and 
vines 
properly 


planted in autumn survive our winters 
and are in better condition to make an 
early start in spring than those plant- 
ed In the spring, after waiting for the 
ground to become in suitable condition 
for working, then preparing 
it and 


planting The fall-planted will be in 
much better condition to withstand the 
almost certain drouths cf summer than 
the spring-planted. 
A light raulch of 


well rotted manure spread over the 
roots will help in resisting the effects 
of exrcssivc- cold and do gccd to the 
plants. 


Subsoiling Ihe Orchard. 


The editor of Field and Farm says: 


"We have preached for so many years 
on the importance of subsoiling as the 
means of retaining moisture in the 
lower stratum wheie it belongs that a 
number ot the more progressive farm- 
ers of the country have adopted the 
practice and have found it the greatest 
step taken in our modern agriculture, j 
We began advocating the syetsm for 
field culture, but its scope has so wid- 
ened that it is now employed in the ' 
fall by many cichardists tcr the wel- 
fare of their trees in winter, \\hich, as 
everybody knows, is so trying on young 
plantations. 
The plowing and sub^oil- 


ing in an orchard will ot course, have 
to be done in the middles and 
far j 


enough away from tho trees as not to 
injure thoir roots. The subsoiling of an 
orchard must DO done by the last week 
in November, when a big bead of water 
should be turned in for the winter soak. 
A young orchard tioated in thi.s way is i 
bound to go through all right. 
i 


Convenient Grain Bins. 


After the entite season has been 


spent in growing and sccui'.ng the crop 
ol giain, it should be t:!,--!i well taken 
care of and not allowed to lie scattered 
over the floor or piled up in one corner 
ol the building accessible to chickens, 


mice, etc. A granary Is a necessity. A 
simple one, shown In the illustration, 
has a sliding opening a few lect from 
the floor. The bin may be divided Into 
compartments by boards, which can bo 
taktn out when sections arc empty,

valuable. It naturally adds to the pal- 
atability and dir««lbllity of the food
